WASHINGTON President Obama, marking the 
end of a prolonged “evolution” on the issue, 
now favors allowing same-sex couples to mdxrjy 
he said in a TV interview Wednesda}^ 

The announcement comes days after Vice 
President Joe Biden’s comments that he was 
“absolutely comfortable” with gay marriage 
put new pressure on Obama to clarify his po- 
sition on the issue. 

Obama told ABC’s Robin Roberts on 
Wednesday: “Over the course of several years 
as I have talked to friends and family and 
neighbors when I think about members of my 
own staff who are in incredibly committed 
monogamous relationships, same-sex rela- 
tionships, who are raising kids together, when 
I think about those soldiers or airmen or Ma- 
rines or sailors who are out there fighting on 
my behalf and yet feel constrained, even now 
that ‘don’t ask, don’t tell’ is gone, because they 
are not able to commit themselves in a mar- 
riage, at a certain point I’ve just concluded 
that for me personally it is important for me 
to go ahead and affirm that I think same-sex 
couples should be able to get married.” 

Obama’s new position realigns him with 
the growing number of Democratic officials 
who have embraced full marriage rights for 
gay and lesbian couples. Gay-rights activ- 


ists have widely believed that the president 
privately supported same-sex marriages, but 
withheld a public declaration out of concerns 
about alienating independent voters in key 
swing states. 

There is a movement among activists in the 
party to adopt a so-called “marriage equality” 
plank in the official platform this summer. 
Such language would mark the continuance 
of the party’s own evolution. In 2000, the 
Democratic platform stated simply that the 
party supported “the full inclusion of gay and 
lesbian families in the life of the nation,” and 
“an equitable alignment of benefits.” 

In 2004, in the face of an effort supported 
by the Bush campaign to put gay marriage 
bans to statewide referendums across the 
country, the Democratic platform stated that 
marriage “has been defined at the state level 
for 200 years, and we believe it should con- 
tinue to be defined there.” 

By 2008, the party vowed to “enact a com- 
prehensive bipartisan employment non-dis- 
crimination act,” and opposed the Defense 
of Marriage Act “and all attempts to use this 
issue to divide us.” 

It has been nearly a year and a half since 
Obama first indicated his stance against 
gay marriage, but in support of “strong civil 
unions,” had begun to evolve.

Gay-marriage advocates weigh next steps

A day after North Carolina became the latest 
state to approve a constitutional amendment 
defining marriage as solely between a man and 
a woman, opponents of the measure were be- 
ginning Wednesday to explore their options. 

North Carolina voted Tuesday to outlaw 
same-sex marriage, which already was prohib- 
ited in the state. Supporters pushed for the 
constitutional amendment, arguing that it is 


needed to ward off future legal challenges. 

Voters approved the amendment by a 
61 percent to 39 percent margin with all coun- 
ties reporting, according to unofficial returns 
from the State Board of Elections. 

“It is a very sad day in North Carolina,” said 
Tori Taylor, 23, a Charlotte resident who voted 
against the amendment. ‘There were a lot 
of college students, young professionals who 
came out to vote. We have gay friends. A lot of 


us are integrated to that culture. Do you think 
your friends should have the same rights? It’s 
black and white. Of course, they should.” 

The amendment alters the state constitu- 
tion to say “marriage between one man and 
one woman is the only domestic legal union 
that shall be valid or recognized” in the state. 
“It writes discrimination into our state con- 
stitution and gives the majority the chance to 
vote against the minority,” said Anne Fawcett 


Krishnan, 33, of Greensboro. 

But Vote for Marriage NC, applauded 
the passage, saying it solidifies the ban and 
ensures the definition of marriage does not 
change. “We arc not anti-g^yj we are pro- 
marriage,” said Tami Fitzgerald, chairwoman 
of the group. “And the point— the whole 
point— is simply that you don’t rewrite the 
nature of God’s design for marriage based on 
the demands of a group of adults.”

All too quiet on 
the western front 


It wasn't supposed to 
be like this. 

I used to be a city 
dweller— taking pub- 
lic transportation to 
school, buying exotic 
ingredients at the 
open-air fruteria with 
my mom or grandma, 
living in a beautifully 
cramped neighbor- 
hood with huddled 
homes. 

In my current 
suburban phase, I 
mostly drive to chain 
grocery stores to pick up the usual ingredi- 
ents. Pm lucky if I can get my hands on a 
decent avocado. The bus svdngs past at God 
knows when. My neighborhood is green and 
contemptibly peace fill. 

It's enough to give a person narcolepsy. 

When people ask where Pm from, I grudg- 
ingly tell them I live in the west suburbs, 
adding, in a rush of desperation, “but Pm 
originally from Humboldt Park.” 

It’s tough out there for an exiled Chica- 
goan, a prison sentence anyone who truly 
loves the city hopes is only temporary I will 
always consider myself a Chicagoan, though 
my address hasn’t contained a Chicago ZIP 
code in more than 15 years. 

People bad-mouth the old neighborhood, 
especially in the ’burbs. My wife, a lifelong 
suburbanite, views my childhood stomping 
grounds as only slightly more habitable than 
the wilds ofjumanji. 

Few friends like to go with me to —or even 
through— HP, taking in Division Street. 

After dark, Humboldt Park might as well be 
the Bermuda Triangle, where all maps warn: 


“HERE BE MONSTERS.” 

Admittedly the neighborhood they de- 
scribe really did exist. It’s the neighborhood I 
grew up in, the same one my mom was raised 
in— a Puerto Rican enclave plagued by drugs, 
violence and gang life. It’s what made Mom 
transplant her kids to the suburbs. 'Fhere was 
all of that, but there also was culture— sights 
and sounds you couldn’t get in any other part 
of the city. There still is culture. 

And a lot has changed since then, for 
better or worse, depending on whom you 
ask. But there are new places like Cafe con 
Leche, the Institute of Puerto Rican Arts and 
Culture, Batey Urbano— features highlight- 
ing the neighborhood’s culture (how often 
can you say that about a neighborhood?) and 
bringing vwth them a new surge of vibrancy. 
Humboldt Park is more alive than ever. 

Not to mention that 1 IP is carved into 
one of the greatest cities in the world, a place 
traveling chef Anthony Bourdain called “the 
only other real city in America” outside New 
York. And we’re not just talking about the 
beloved Bean at Millennium Park. 

There are unique, thriving neighborhoods 
wherever you go in this city — too many to 
name, in fact. Whenever you’re in the city, 
you swear you feel it churning beneath your 
feet and all around, ^u hear Carl Sandburg 
in your head, or maybe it’s Frank Sinatra sing- 
ing over a brass band. Chicago is a party 

At my core. Pm a Chicagoan. Still, each 
moment I spend in the city is fleeting, a brief 
foray capped by a shameless retreat back to 
some yawning outpost. 

But it wasn’t supposed to be like this. Pm 
a Chicagoan, trying to remain a Chicagoan 
while in exile, on the wrong side of Harlem 
Avenue, outside the party looking in.

AWAKENING 


After a quiet winter, protest movement iooks to 
jump-start its support base ahead of NATO summit

The average Chicagoan might be dreading 
traffic, road closures and CTA reroutes dur- 
ing the NATO summit May 20 and 21. But 
Occupy Chicago member Marcus Demery is 
actually kinda psyched. 

“It’s literally like waiting for a storm,” said 
Demery a 20 -year-old Hyde Park resident. ‘A 
beautiful storm, though.” 

For groups such as Occupy the NATO 
summit— which will draw leaders of NATO 
member countries —will be like a spring 
awakening. There will be mass protests, ral- 
lies, concerts and competing summits (one 
called “The People’s Summit” runs May 12-13) 
in Chicago. After winter of hibernation, at 
least in terms of visibility it’s a shot in the arm 
for the Occupy Chicago movement. 

“I don’t think we ever went away We just 
kind of went inside,” said Occupy member 
Jackie Spreadbury 22, of Oak Forest. “It’s not 
like we’re coming back. It’s just we’re going 
to be outside so you’re going to see us more 
often.” 

Occupy Chicago, which began as a move- 
ment in solidarity with the Occupy Wall 
Street protests in New York, hopes the 
events planned for mid-May will energize, 
invigorate and refocus formerly active mem- 
bers and those who’ve been sitting on the 
sidelines up until now, according to some 
members. 

“Some of these events and protests will 
hopefully set a historical precedent,” said 
Graham Czach, a 32-year-old Occupy mem- 
ber and musician who lives on the North- 
west Side. Czach organized the Occupy fes- 


tival, which since has been postponed, and a 
concert at the Abbey Pub on May 18 to co- 
incide with some of the protests. “Hopefully 
[NATO] can propel some of this discontent 
for what’s going on in our society and our 
world in general ... it will hopefully flourish.” 

The upcoming protests against NATO’s 
political, economic and military policies have 
been anticipated by officials. The city of Chi- 
cago recently passed ordinances intended to 
restrict protesters, making it harder to get a 
permit (some say rendering it nearly impossi- 
ble) and bumping up fines. Last fall, hundreds 
were arrested at protests in Chicago. 

James Cox, 26, of the Near West Side, has 
been arrested twice while protesting. She 
says some Occupy members are frustrated 
by the efforts to corral them and plan to 
stand their ground during the NATO sum- 
mit, albeit nonviolently 

“Fm not going to be asking” for the right to 
protest, Cox said. “I’m just going to do.” 

Occupy Chicago’s mission as laid out on its 
website is specifically nonviolent. But other 
groups expected to protest during NATO, 
like anarchists, do not have those same com- 
mitments. Despite that, the city said it has 
tried to create a relationship with many activ- 
ist organizations. Roderick Drew, of the city 
of Chicago’s law department, said the city has 
met with attorneys from Occupy and other 
protest groups to improve relationships. In 
particular. Drew said, the city hammered out 
an agreement to warn protesters before ar- 
resting them. 

“The city of Chicago respects the rights of 
all people to exercise their First Amendment 



rights and we will continue to do so ... while 
also fulfilling the city’s obligation to protect 
health and safety of all citizens, including pro- 
testers,” Drew said. 

Chicago police officials said those talks 
have smoothed out interactions between Oc- 
cupy and police to a degree. 

“If you can talk through things first amica- 


bly, it just makes things a lot easier,” said po- 
lice Cmdr. Christopher Kennedy who is as- 
signed to the ist District. “In most respects, 
it worked out pretty well.” 

The ACLU of Illinois has held informa- 
tional sessions online and in person to explain 
the law to protesters and how they should act 
if they are arrested or confronted by police.

“I would hope we treat everyone across 
the board the same,” Kennedy said. “Only 
if their actions necessitate otherwise will we 
take a different turn.”

“I really can’t even imagine what [NATO] 
is going to be like,” Cox said.

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The road to a movement 


There’s no one reason people join Occupy 
Chicago. Some have been political their 
whole lives; others were inspired by a cause 
or world event. The explanations you’ll get 
from members often are as varied as the 
individuals themselves. 

Columbia College student Marcus De- 
mery was visiting Chicago, covering the 
protests for a photography internship. De- 
mery 20, now of Hyde Park, said he found 
himself tearing up at the sights of people 
chanting and marching through down- 
town in October. 

“I was totally inspired,” he said. “When 
I came to Chicago and I saw what was hap- 
pening, I just reaUy felt compelled to be a 
part of it.” 

Demery transferred to Columbia and 
moved from Fort Wayne, Ind., mostly to 
join Occupy Chicago’s activities. He now 
takes photos at protests and posts them 
on a Tumblr blog. Demery said the issues 
to which he relates most in the movement 
have to do with economic and social in- 
equality in the U.S., something many Oc- 
cupy members cite as a key belief 

James Cox is a 26 -year-old resident of 
the Near West Side, someone who couldn’t 
afford to finish college but carries thou- 
sands in student loan debt. She now works 
in retail and also runs the Twitter feed for 
Occupy Chicago, often keeping track of 
live feeds of the protests, as well as what 
supplies might be needed on the streets. 

Corporate greed and corrupt politicians 
both contribute to her desire to protest, 
Cox said. She was inspired by Occupy Wall 
Street and the protests in the Middle East 
last spring; Cox came out to the Chicago 
site as soon as she could, which turned out 
to be Sept. 24, the second day 

“My hopes were that we could at least 
educate people and wake people up,” she 
said. Cox wanted to tell people: “ This 
is going on, this is why it affects you and 
this is why you should care.’ Because it just

keeps getting worse. I just really wanted to 
put that spark into their mind [so they’d 
think], ‘Hey maybe I should look into 
this.’” 

Experts say movements such as Occupy 
can attract young, politically-minded peo- 
ple, many of whom belong to a generation 
of kids raised on volunteerism and activ- 
ism. Some are turning toward politics as 
an extension of those habits. 

“If you look at [Millennials’} policy posi- 
tions, they’re incredibly progressive,” said 
Molly Andolina, associate professor of 
political science at DePaul University She 
said those with a “progressive agenda,” or 
those who are disappointed by job market 
and economy, as “well-educated students 
without jobs” could be drawn to move- 
ments such as Occupy Chicago. “It might 
be a natural place for them to go.” g.g.

The panel must decide whether William 
Balfour is a victim of a rushed investigation 
or if he’s a jealous husband determined to de- 
stroy the woman who jilted him. 

In doing so, they will weigh the evidence 
in a case that has no DNA or fingerprints ty- 
ing him to the crime. Prosecutors spent more 
than two hours Wednesd^ urging the jury to 
consider evidence of Balfour’s motive and try- 
ing to dispel the notion that it requires over- 
whelming forensic evidence to convict. 

ITie jury of six women and six men deliber- 
ated for several hours into Wednesday night 
before being sequestered at a local hotel. 

Balfour is accused of fatally shooting 
Hudson’s mother, Darnell Donerson, 57 j her 
brother Jason Hudson, 29; and her 7-year-old 
nephew, Julian Kingj in October aoo8* Prose- 
cutors alleged he was upset that his estranged 
wife, Hudson’s sister, Julia, had begun seeing 
another man and wanted a divorce. 

Prosecutors implored jurors to reject de- 
fense theories that the killings were related 
to Jason Hudson’s cocaine business, which he 
ran out of the family’s Englewood home* 

^ Jason Hudson had enemies,” said Balfour’s 
attorney Amy Thompson. “^People without 
enemies don’t need a gun for protection,” 
Acknowledging the largely circumstantial 
case. Assistant State’s Attorney Jennifer Bag- 
by said witness testimony, firearms evidence 
and cellphone technology presented during 11 
days of testimony all pointed toward Balfour. 
In a passionate closing argument, Bagby 


addressed the lack of DKA or fingerprint 
evidence, saying, ^Just because something 
isn’t there, doesn’t mean that {Balfour} wasn’t 
there*” 

As prosecutors addressed the jury crime 
scene photos and happier snapshots of the 
Hudson family flashed on a screen* Jennifer 


Hudson, who had stayed out of the court- 
room when the grisly images were shown ear- 
lier in the trial, buried her head in the shoul- 
der of fiance David Otunga and wept* The 
Harvard-educated lawyer and professional 
wrestler, who attended each day of the trial, 
whispered softly to her* 


The defense argued that Chicago police did 
not properly investigate the crime and rushed 
to apprehend a suspect amid the media atten- 
tion stemming from Jennifer Hudson’s celeb- 
rity 

‘They were trying to convict a preH:hosen 
defendant,” Thompson said.

CTA aoes 
bus shopping

Calling it too good of a deal to pass up, the CTA 
board on Wednesday approved the purchase of loo 
new accordion-style buses that were left over from a 
contract initiated by the Seattle transit system. 

The CTA will pay New Flyer of America Inc. 
$8o.i million for the 67 clean-diesel buses and 
33 hybrid-electric buses. 

The 60 -foot articulated buses were part of an 
order for up to 715 buses that King County Metro 
Transit in Seattle agreed to purchase from New Fly- 
er. The CTA will use federal and local funds. 

The Seattle system did not exercise its option on 
the 100 buses the CTA will acquire to expand the 
capacity of its bus fleet and offer a more comfortable 
riding experience for customers, officials said. 

The new buses will be delivered late this year 
through the middle of 2013, said Marina Popovic, 
CTA vice president of purchasing and warehousing. 

The buses will begin replacing 40 -foot Nova buses 
that have been in service for almost 12 years, which is 
the recommended service life for transit buses. 

The $80.1 million acquisition is “a very good price 
because we looked at how comparable it was to our 
last purchase from New Flyer and it was literally 
within several thousand dollars (per bus] of our pre- 
vious purchase,” Popovic said. “Because the emis- 
sion standards have changed over the course of the 
last several years, the prices have gone up.” 

CTA President Forrest Claypool said the new 
buses will be assigned primarily to routes where rid- 
ership has increased and buses are packed to stand- 
ing-room-only during rush periods. 

“Part of it is adding additional capacity to de- 
crowd on peak points,” Claypool said. “It is basi- 
cally to make the experience more comfortable for 
our riders and more appealing to them.” 

The 33 new hybrids will expand the number of 
diesel-electric buses to 328. The CTA operates 1,780

When I was a kid, my

I remember as a kid 
drawing a picture of Bob Probert fighting 
Todd Gill {no idea why T picked him). And 
then the news of Junior Seau's suicide struck 
home again, I had a poster of him from 


Sports Illustrated for Kids on the wall in my 
room. 

Our heroes should not be dying to enter- 
tain us. 

Sports arc, and it pains me to admit it, 
just entertainment. The point of football 
is to smash into someone until they hit 
the ground. There's no way around it: it's 
innately violent. At least now people arc 
beginning to know the risks of playing and 
starting to sec the sad repercussions. For 
the money and the perks that come with 
being a professional athlete, I can certainly 
understand the decision to continue to play 
at the potential consequence of cutting 
years off their lives. 

Although I guess now Junior Seau's mom 
wishes he didn't. But it's tough to judge. 

The football and hockey mentality is 
that you play unless you can't stand— just 


get stitched up and get back in there. The 
first football game I played in eighth grade 
I broke my wrist on a reverse. But I stayed 
in the game, rushed four times and caught a 
pass. 

Because it was football, and I didn't want 
to lose my starting spot or be considered a 
wimp or words that start with “p” or “g" or 
(which I’m sure some people are calling 
me right now). And I’m certain I would have 
played through a concussion. 

Unless there are major changes to the 
sports —and hopefully by the time I’m a par- 
ent there will be— I would be irresponsible 
to let my kids play them. 

As I've come to learn in life, my mom 
really did know best. No matter how much I 
wish she didn’t. Maybe my kids will under- 
stand someday too.

St Vincent’s not afraid to make listeners think

Annie Clark is, as a person, more polite than punk, “I tend to be kind of cerebral, T guess,” she explains. But the 
music she makes as St, Vincent— precise, ambitious rock full of airy vocal melodies and frenetic guitai’ parts— can 
be jarring, disruptive and often absolutely beautiful.

Your music is getting more abrasive, 
louder. Do you try to make it more diffi- 
cult in that way, more intense for people 
to get into? 

It’s not about alienating the listener. It’s 
just about doing something that feels 
exciting. But I think people want a chal- 
lenge. 

How much of it is thought out as ''this is 
a pop song'' versus "I'm experimenting 
with something I want to do"? 

My goal is only ever to make music that I 
think sounds compelling. And that’s not 
about superimposing stuff that doesn’t 
need to be there. I’m only ever trying to 
make something that excites me. And if 
that happens to be challenging or that 
happens to be easy, that’s not even really 
my concern. Ultimately I think I make 
pop music. But my version of what pop 
music is maybe different than someone 
else ’s. There’s noway to really gauge it. 

Your Vic show is sold out. Have you ever 
sfiuck into a show, and do you have any 
tips for fans who want to sneak into your 
show? 

I can’t say I ever have. Not because I 
wouldn’t want to. Ilmm ... I’m not sure 
how you do it. T'here’s so much security 
and all that. 

Is there any similarly rock 'n' roll thing 
you've done at a show you've attended? 


I used to go see Lightning Bolt 
a lot. And those shows were 
wonderful because they 
set up in the middle of 
the crowd and you just 
totally mosh and rage. 

And I just remember 
feeling so excited to hear 
the band pounding in my 
ears and feel people kind of 
elbowing you and that just was 
so much fun. 

Do people ever mosh at St Vincent 
shows? 

Yeah. If I start it, they’ll mosh. 

It seems like you have a really wide 
range of artistic influences. You're 
always tweeting about music and books 
and fashion. Does that play into your 
music at all? 

Of course, .,. I’m always kind of col- 
lecting images and ideas from all over. 
Everything I read or every movie I see. 

Speaking of which, recently you tweeted 
that you saw "The Hunger Games." What 
did you think of that movie? 

Yesl Oh my God! I actually loved it. I 
didn’t know anything about it. I hadn’t 
seen any reviews of it. I had not read the 
books. I basically knew nothing. And 
I just walked in and it was an action- 
packed thrill ride. 


Another thing you've tweet- 
ed about before is Drake. 
What do you think of 
Drake's music? 

Drake, oh my God! I 
listened to that record 
—his last record— for 
a time there it was the 
only thing I would listen 
to. Like, definitely about a 
month. Ycahy I really liked it. 
I thought it was great. My friend 
made, when I said that I really liked him, 
she made a kind of horrifying Photoshop 
of us together. 

Do you listen to much hip-hop? 

I do, sometimes more than others. I 
guess it’s R&B, but I got really intoThc- 
Drcam for a little bit. 

I love The-Dream! 

Yhah, I love The-Dream too. And Lil 
Wayne. I feel like there were lots of times 
in making “Strange Mercy” when I was 
like, “Oh, this should have a Dirty South 
kind of vibe to it.” Well, you maybe can’t 
hear that. ... I lip-hop production is some 
of the most exciting production, I think. 
I think in hip-hop production they’re 
really not afraid to take chances and 
anything can be a snare drum and you 
can make a beat out of anything.

How have you progressed musically and 
commercially since your last album, which 
went platinum?

Silversun Pickups sets out to shatter some myths 
with their new album “Neck of the Woods.” 

First off, the L. A. quartet doesn’t sound like 
Smashing Pumpkins. Yes, singer-guitarist Brian Au- 
bert’s vocals do sit in the same breathy key as Billy 
Corgan, and they don’t stray from there very often. 
However, everything else about the Pickups’ sound 
does bounce all over the alt-rock spectrum. 

The lush, dreamy pop of the first single, “Bloody 
Mary (Nerve Endings),” has little to do with the 
aggressive, latter-day-Radiohead rhythms of the 
crisscrossing “Busy Bees” beyond Aubert’s voice. They 
build massive, nearly seven-minute epics such as “Sim- 
mer,” which would make many a prog-rock fan happy 
as effectively as they churn out catchy industrial dance 
music like “The Pit,” which binds Depeche Mode- 
like verses to Bush-like choruses for what should be a 
modern rock radio juggernaut this summer. 

Another misconception thrown overboard is 
that Silversun Pickups is a shoe-gazer band steeped 
in fuzzed-out guitar. Thanks to producer Jacknife 
Lee of U2 and R.E.M. fame, most of “Neck of the 
Woods” actually sounds pristine and exact, with the 
guitar and drums sounding especially crisp. 

Finally, the idea that Silversun Pickups is a great ra- 
dio band, able to roll out thrilling singles such as “Lazy

Eye” and “Panic Switch,” but not a serious album- 
oriented band ends here, too. “Neck of the Woods” 
is solid from start to finish, showing off a variety of 
styles the promising band already has mastered.

Getting great food in a neighborhood bar is rare. 

Getting great food in a neighborhood bar for 
cheap is even better. Combine that with some 
seriously boozy house cocktails and it’s bliss. 

The Point nails the combination, and I’m 
clearly not the only one cheering. Despite being 
situated on a fairly sleepy corner of River West, the bar (which opened 
earlier this spring) already has sports fans mingling with post-work suits and

Portion control: The first 
thing you’ll notice about 
this menu isn’t the seri- 
ously upgraded spins on pub 
grub— it’s the choice you have 
between “half” and “whole” 
portions. For $3-$io, you can opt 
for downsized portions of appetizers, 
salads, sandwiches and even burgers. While 
the small-plates concept is nothing new, the idea of 
charging less and having the option to upgrade to a 
full order is harder to come by I was tipped off that 
the “half” portions weren’t all that tiny before my 
first visityso my group quickly ordered up so many 
small dishes that we had to move to a larger table. No 
shame. Most of the smaller appetizers and salads are 
easily shareable between a few folks. Half-size sand- 
wiches get a little tricky: The Swedish meatball hoa^e! 
was more like a slider and, while the shallot creme 
sauce was incredibly rich and the meat flavorful, it 
probably wasn’t worth $7. 


Wings, glorious wings: The one 

dish I opted to upgrade to the 
“whole” size on my second visit 
were the wings ($6/$io). Grilled, 
dry-rubbed, tender and delicious, 
these are some of the best I’ve had in 
town. I prefer the dry-rub approach so I 
can control the sauce— in this case sriracha 
aioli or gorgonzola sauce. The sriracha provided 
essential spice for those craving a little more heat than 
the dry-rub provides. And that gorgonzola sauce? I’m 
not going to say you should dip some of the truffle-oil 
fries ($3/$5) in it, but I’m not going to say you shouldn’t. 


To wash it down: As a true bar. The Point doesn’t rest 
all its charms in the food. The drink offerings are hefty 
with a dozen domestics and imports on draft, a solid 
bottled beer list and a well-stocked wine selection. I 
turned my attention to the menu of $10 drinks, packed 
with classics such as a manhattan with Rittenhouse rye 
and house cocktails such as Me No Laugh, which packs 
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a punch with Scotch, maraschino and orange 
liqueurs, rum and bitters. Each took longer 
than expected to come to the table, but they 
were well-balanced and spicy enough to slowly 
sip as a closer to the meal. 'I'he strong flavors 
of the drinks don’t necessarily line up with the 
rich bites, so I suggest a beer \vith dinner and 
switching to cocktails later. 

More than meets the eye: While the huge, 

angled, 360 -degree main bar seems to fill up 
fast, smaller tables around the main dining 
room and seating in the back room (near a sec- 
ond bar) can be easier to grab. Warm weather 
bonus: I'he nearly lot-si^e back patio should 
open this summer (license pending) with what 
looks like room for more than 100. 


You can pick up the check: I learty bites and 
well-crafted cocktails with bustling weekend 
crowds might be easy to find in the city now, 



but not at this price p>oint. If you’re adding up 
all those half-plates in your head, keep in mind 
that the prices include tax. Splitting the tab 
with a couple friends on my first visit meant 
a S20 meal for everyone with a cocktail each. 
I’m usually happy spending double that on a 
night out, and the bill at the end of the night 
had everyone saying, ‘We’re coming back,” 

Bottom line; 'llie Point is a nearly pitch- 
perfcct neighborhood spot; if only it were in a 
more heavily- trafficked area/lTiose living and 
working in River West have no excuse not to 
stop by. And while the Grand stop on the Blue 
Line is nearby and there’s fairly regular bus 
traffic, those needing to travel a fair distance 
might want to skip it in favor of a less time- 
consuming option. Except when it comes to 
those wings. ITiose are worth the trip.

Tf you pay attention to the writing of 
Inbune food critic Phil Vettel (hint: you 
should), then you may already be familiar 
with the term “nitropub.^^ 

Don^t panic. 'I'he word is new. And just like 
“fetch'^ in “Mean Girls,” Fm just not sure it^s 
going to catch on. But the idea behind it— a 
label for the restaurant-nightclub hybrids 
that seem to be dominating the scene lately 
—couldn’t be more on-topic. 

Vettel points to the Melman brothers’ 
Paris Club, Studio Paris and RPM Italian- 
Brendan Sodikoff’s Maude’s and Gilt Bar and 


restaurant siblings Mercadito and Tavern ita 
as a few examples— spots characterized by 
their pretty young crowds, too-loud-for-dis- 
cussion music and food. Not just good food, 
but review-worthy food, Vettel-worthy food, 
‘^Even if much of the clientele seems oblivi- 


ous of the kitchen’s effort,” he points out. 

Ouch. 

It’s true that the parade of mini-dressed, 
high-heeled girb filling the booths at these 
spots may look like they care more about 
hitting the dance floor than savoring every 
bite. Sure, they maybe Instagramming every 
course atlavernita and tweeting every 
five minutes from their meal at Paris Club, 
but not because they hate what they’re eat- 
ing. If these people only cared to mix and 
mingle and didn’t give a second thought to 
the quality of the food, they’d go somewhere 
less expensive and more Red Bull-fueled. 

I like to think these bar/restaurant/club 
hot spots are popular because they’re an 
accessible door into an amazing world of 
Chicago restaurants. I feel more comfort- 
able sitting down at a table at Paris Club than 
I ewer would have at Crofton on Wells. It 
would take most of my paycheck to cat at the 
likes of Alinea, Spiaggia, Graham Elliot or 
If u, and I definitely wouldn’t have money left 
over to keep the night going with cocktails 
and people-watching at a club afterward. 

But someday soon (perhaps very soon, 
the way my bedtimes have been inching up 
lately), I can see how going out for a great 
meal once a month could trump going out 
every weekend. Good food in an environ- 
ment where I can relax and truly savor it will 
be the next move. But for now, Fm thrilled to 
be in a city that’s let me btxild an appreciation 
for food while Fm young— even if it does 
mean shouting my compliments to the chef 
over the din. 

So bring on the nitropubs. We’re better for 
them.

Should movie stars 
fire back at critics? 


There are two things 
Samuel L. Jackson will 
not tolerate: Hot- 
spacho and negative 
reviews. 

OK, there are 
probably many 
other things the actor 
doesn’t especially like, 
including dinosaurs 
overtaking humans 
and, of course, 
motherlbleepjing 
snakes. Those items 
everyone can agree 
on, however, and 
clearly the star of “The Avengers” believes 
the entire planet should also agree that 
the superhero extravaganza can be seen as 
nothing other than an awesome cinematic 
game-changer. 

That’s why Jackson tweeted last week, “NY 
Times critic AO Scott needs a new job! Let’s 
help him find one! One he can ACTUALLY 
do!” in response to the Times’ review of the 
film, which is far from an all-encompassing 
slam. Scott merely resists the need for BIG- 
GER LOUDER MORE as the answer to the 
question, “How do we keep superhero movies 
from growing overly familiar?” 

The irony is that just because something 
increases the scale doesn’t mean it doesn’t feel 
familiar. Even people who loved “The Aveng- 
ers”— surely that includes many as the film 
opened to an all-time record of $200.3 million 
domestically— would admit there’s a sense of 
deja vu to the action sequences. 

Throughout Joss Whedon’s film, the iconic 
Marvel superheroes punch and fly and protect 
Manhattan in ways that are both impressively 
executed and nothing different from what 
we’ve seen in other superhero movies. 


Scott’s “Star Wars” prequels-referencing 
response/slam to Jackson, “My son, a minute 
ago: ‘Mace Windu wants to take the food from 
our table!’ ” made me laugh, but it also sug- 
gests that movie stars are only the characters 
they play You have no right to dispute what I 
say actor; you are defined by your on-screen 
persona and cannot become an off-screen 
personality to defend yourself 

I don’t think this is what Scott intended 
with his tweet, and the Times critic noted, “I 
don’t think Mr. Jackson is actually trying to 
get me fired ...rallying ‘fans’ against skeptical 
critics is a time-honored tactic, and I don’t 
take it personally” 

Still, it’s hard not to be baffled that Jackson 
felt the need to rebut one of the few negative 
reviews of a generally much-liked blockbuster. 
So let’s pretend that “The Avengers” is a small, 
independent comedy that the actor’s just 
really proud of Is it acceptable for him to lash 
out at a negative review? 

I say no, “lash out” being the operative term. 

As a critic. I’m always glad when someone 
emails me or writes to discuss a movie, even 
if they think I got it completely wrong. But 
whether you’re a random 12-year-old or Samu- 
el L. mother{bleep}ing Jackson, a personal at- 
tack accomplishes absolutely nothing in terms 
of advancing the conversation about film. 

How much better would it have been if 
Jackson had tweeted something like, “Hey 
A.O Scott, think #Avengers fans would be as 
excited about a movie full of charmingly small 
moments?” 

Except the point of this Twitter battle 
wasn’t to talk, it was to attack. In “The Aveng- 
ers,” the broad attacks take precedence over 
talk that, for my money doesn’t really go 
anywhere. So while I think movie stars have 
the right to defend their work, Jackson really 
proved Scott’s point without realizing it.

‘The Avengers’ to assemble for sequel

The superhero team that conquered the box 
office will suit up for a return engagement. 

Walt Disney Co. Chairman and Chief Ex- 
ecutive Robert A. Iger said a sequel to “The 
Avengers” is already in development. The 
Marvel Entertainment group film shattered 
the opening weekend box-office record do- 
mestically and in markets around the world. 

The movie, featuring Robert Downey Jr., 
Chris Evans, Chris Hemsworth, Samuel L. 
Jackson, Scarlett Johansson, Jeremy Renner 
and Mark Ruffalo, raked in $207 million in its 
first three days of release in the U.S., bringing 


its global box office to around $702 million. 

“It’s a great illustration of why we like Mar- 
vel so much— great characters, great storytell- 
ing and a wonderful ability for them to bring 
their characters and stories to the big screen 
so effectively,” Iger told analysts Tuesday dur- 
ing the company’s quarterly earnings call. 

Disney is aggressively mining Marvel’s com- 
ic-book characters, who were the key attrac- 
tion when the Burbank entertainment giant 
acquired Marvel for $4 billion in 2009. Disney 
plans to release “Iron Man 3” and “Thor 2” next 
year, Iger said, with a sequel to “Captain Amer- 
ica: The Eirst Avenger” due out in 2014.
